They passed across 
the continent, winning applause and 
wealth, and returned to New York, where 
(careful of his star iierformei ) Hcrr 
Schwartz renteil a hoiis.- for Madam Soni- 
lira and nrroiiged for her comfort in every 
way possible. lie did indeed look "long- 
ingly ut Mis. Millionaire's of $ii),ix*>.<>o 
for a single afternoon" but Ma<lam Soiiiba 
would not listen to it. And just then came 
a letter fruiu a clergyman in I'elersville, 
Vermont, asking if the famous iierformer 
would not come to her old home village 
and help to lift the Jlooo mortgage on Ihc 
church \>y giving a concert. There was to 
Im! a (irand Army meeting, so an audience 
wns assured. An<l to the disgust of Hcrr 
Srliwnrt/., Madutii Soiiibra wrote that she 
would come and bring all her coiii]iMny. 
We take up the story where Miidani Sum- 
bra appears for her first nunibci on the 
program— the same program that had been 
given before the tjeruiuu Kmjjcror. ) 

Her eyes rested lovijigly for more 
thun a nionieiit on the .solid phalfiiix 
of enthusiastic men in blue coats ; 
thi.s .section of the Grand Army of 
the Republic now, also ! all Ktay 
haired, who, or others like them, had 
been her fir.st audience. Then .she 
turned and sat dowtt at the piano, 
and the clamor cea!«ed as abrtijitly 
as it began. Her nimble, capable, 
"xpre.ssive fingers iloatcd up and 
'lowu the keyboard, and the grand 
iiistrumeat responded with the fire- 
works of Chopin's "Scherzo in H 
Minor. ' ' No audience could lie more 
attentive ; not a .sound came from 
it. Then followed the sweet notes 
of the " Molto piu lento" section of 
this selection, and after a jiausc the 
iitiste played tlie simple melody of 
' Trois Nouvelles Ktudcs." 

Before she had finished the wo- 
man knew, with the .sensitive intui- 
tion of an artiste, that her audience 
was bewildered rather than delighted. 
Was this, she almost heard them .say 
to themselves, was this the .sort of 
thing that kings and emperors 
liowered favors for? If there was 
any method or meaning in the pcr- 
fijrmance, it had eluded them. 
Madam Sombra rose from the piano 
with a sinking sense of failure. The 
Orand Army, like the claque in the 
center of the Paris Open Hou.se, 
ajiplauded riotously, but the rest 
held back nnd expressed tlieir feci 
•ngs with gingerly pcrfunctoriiiess. 

Signor S{>aghetti came on, and

Herr Schwartz himself was too 
angry and Madam Sombra too much 
dejiressed to see any humor in the 
situation, while the Italian raged 
with furious gestures like a mad- 
man, and I'Vaulein Vogel sat silent 
and frightened. 

Madam Sombra appeared for the 
second time. There was no smile 
on her face, and she .seemed to dread 
the ordeal before her. She began 
the butterlly oi>ening of the ".I.,yr- 
ische Stucke, Op. 43," by Greig, 
and the daintiness of her playing 
seemed in a measure to be apjireciated 
by her listeners. She passed on to 
the tnore .somber cadences of the 
lonely wanderer, and then to his 
lament for his country, wondering 
as she went on whether Greig' s 
wanderer felt more dejected than she 
did at that moment, and so to the 
liirds and the finale of the spring- 
time. Applause, of course, when 
she had finished, but she retired 
with the leaden feeling of utter dis- 
comfiture. Between herself and her 
audience there was neither sympathy 
nor understanding. 

Fraulein Vogel's song was luckily 
encored, and this gave madam a little 
further breathing space before the 
next selection she was to render. 
First the " Novelletten," second the 
" Roman/en, op. 28," of vSchumann, 
beginning with bri.skness, ending 
with melancholy, which the dis- 
couraged woman thought was typical 
of this night's jxirforniance. When 
she returned to the room at the back 
of the platform, she sank into a 
chair, laid her arms on the table, 
bent her head and wejH. The nearly 
demented Herr Schwartz spent his 
time alternately trying to console 
her and insisting on the tenor taking 
his turn, while the tenor, still 
gloomily cursing, absolutely refused 
to do. 

"The pigs!" cried Schwartz. 
" What they appreciate is a common 
march ! It is pearls before swine. 
I implore you, madam, to apjiear no 
more !" 

" No, no !" cried madam, raising 
her head and brushing her eyes. 
" It is all my own fault. I cannot 
play to-night." 

" You have never played l)etter, 
madam," insisted Herr Schw;irt/., 
" and it is not your fault ; but what 
is to l)e exjjected here at the end of 
the world — at the North Pole ? You 
shall not api)ear again." 

But madam rose. The audience 
was waiting. "After all," she 
said, "they have been very patient 
and very good-natured." 

"Ah, well," sighed Herr 
Schwartz seeing her deteriiMnation, 
"Brahms will rouse them if any 
thing can." 

The last item on the program 
was " Zwei Rhapsodien," by 
Brahma. The pianist received the 
customary aiiplause when she ap- 
peared for the filial number. Her 
soldiers were faithful to her, whe- 
tlior they understand the music or 
not. She stojiped for a moment at 
the piano, motionless, arms hanging 
by her side, as if reluctant to begin. 
Herr Schwartz stood unhap]Mly in 
the corner, watching her intently, 
one hatid nervou.sly rubbing against 
the other. He feared that she 
would faintjorcry; that something 
disaslron.s would follow, he was cer- 
tain. He knew the artistic tempera- 
ment, its need of sympathy and en- 
couragement. At last the player's 
hands hovered over the keys and an 
almost inaudible melody began. 

" Ach Gott! " muttered Schwartz, 
taking half a step forward, " that is 
not Urahms; but he checked himself 
knowing his helplessne.ss. In it 
twinkling the crowd caught the time 
and a simultaneous shout went up. 
It was the old tramping melody, 
" Marching Through (icorgia, " and 
some of the whitehaired men seated 
there had accompanied Sherman in 
that historical dash for the .sea. 

"Hush, hush!" they whisiiered, 
and the shout died down into silence. 



Softly came the music. Every man 
woman and child there had heard it 
hundreds of times before, but never 
exactly like this.

■low Iflenierlal Uay Came To Be. 



When early in May, 1868, Gener- 
al John A. Logan, then Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, issued the order creating 
a Grand Army Memorial Day — 
' ' and it was the proudest act of my 
life," he wrote later — he called into 
official being what had already had 
many a local habitation though no 
name. How had the custom grown 
up ? What suggested his action to 
"Our Jack"? 

General Chipman used to attribute 
it to a Cincinnati soldier, who 
wrote lyOgau a letter describing the 
decorating of the soliders' graves in 
Germapy; and General John B. 
Murray has advanced the claim of a 
celebration held at Washington, 
New York, in the May of 1866, as 
being the incentive for a national 
memorial day. 

This latter story has it that the 
body of one of the solider sous of 
the town had been brought up from 
the south for burial in the little 
churchyard at home. The grave 
had been dug beneath an apple tree, 
and just as the solemn rites were 
over and the last shovel of earth had 
been thrown upon the mound, from 
its low-hanging branches came 
floating down hundreds of the white 
petals of its blos.soms, as if in honor 
of the boy who had laid down his 
life for his country. Among the 
friends who had gathered there 
were several of those who had play- 
ed their parts in that red Ha me of 
carnage that had swept Pickett's 
Division from the field of Gettys- 
burg, and of these, according to 
General Murray, took the story to 
General I«ogan, who found in it the 
inspiration for his famous order. 

A third story told of the origin of 
the day throws back the date to 
1863, and whether by (^atice or 
design, to April 13, the anniversary 
of the fall of Fort Sumter. On that 
day it is declared, the two little 
daughters of Chaplain May, of the 
Second Michigan Infantry, then in 
camp near Mount Vernon, were 



gathering wild flowers, when in the 
course of their wanderings they 
came suddenly \x\>on one of those 
rude and unmarked graves, which 
even in those early days of the 
great struggle were beginning to 
appear about Washington. Jose- 
phine, the elder of the two, at once 
suggested that they use their blos- 
sotns to cover the bare earth, and 
while little Ella, aged eight, pulled 
out the weeds that had begun to 
push up to the light through the 
fresh mould, violets and dandelions 
and daisies were laid here and there 
ill grateful profusion. 

Happy over their work, the chil- 
dren planned an excursion for the 
next day. when more flowers were 
to be found and more graves de- 
corated, and that evening they told 
their mother of it. Mrs. May, mov- 
ed by the significance of the act, as 
perhaps only a woman could have 
been moved, even then living in the 
very heart of the horror and suffering 
of war, joined them in their mis- 
son, a Mrs. Evans, a Red Cross 
nurse, forming a fourth, and within 
the week this little baud had mark- 
ed all the graves in walking dis- 
tance of the camp. 

When the next spring came rouud 
they repeated the custom liegun at 
Mount Vernon, and so with each of 
the years were noticed, always did 
others join in their lalor of love, and 
going out into the world, spread the 
observance further, till at last — so 
runs this version of the cu.stom's 
growth— it had found followers all 
over the country. General L,ogan's 
order merely giving official sanction 
to the observance. 

But the " Decoration Day" of the 
northern state— May 30th— is not 
the day which is honored by the 
majority of the commonwealths 
which lie to the south of the old 
Mason and Dixon's line. In Alaba- 
ma and Florida and Georgia the 
earlier spring, with its earlier buds 
and blo.ssoms, has caused the setting 
of April 26th for this ceremony of 
remini.scence and patriotism. In 
Tennessee it falls on May 8th and in 
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the Carolinas two days later. On 
one date or another, however, every 
State in the now indivisible Union 
recalls the men who fell during ' ' the 
great debate." 

Very recent years have added a 
new feature to Memorial Day — the 
honoring of the sailor dead, whose 
far-scattered graves must for al Itime 
remaiu unmarked. In 1900, at the 
suggestion of Mrs. A. S. C. Forbes, 
a California woman, the school 
children of Los Angeles gathered at 
Long Beach to throw uix>u the water 
Ihurel and flowers and tiny flags, 
while the burial service for those 
who have died at sea was read. 
Then the regulation salute of three 
volleys was fired, as the tribute was 
borne out to sea on the ebbing tide. 
— Avurican Boy.

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No human speech can add 
thing to the silent gratitude 
speechless reverence already given 
by a great and grateful nation to 
its dead defenders and to their 
living kin. No act of Congress 
providing for their needs can make 
a restitution for their sacrifice. 
Human nature does, in human ways 
its best, and still feels deep in debt. 

Expressions of condolence have 
come from every country and from 
every clime, and every nerve of steel 
and ocean cable has carried oti 
electric breath the sweetest, tenderest 
words of sympathy for that gallant 
crew who manned the Maine. But 
no human recompense can reach 
them. Humanity and time remain 
their everlasting debtors. 

It was a brave and strong and 
splendid crew. They were a part 
of the blood and bone and sinew of 
our laud. Two of them were from 
my native State of Iowa. Some were 
only recently at the United States 
Naval Academy, where they had so 
often heard the morning and the 
evening salutation to the flag, that 
flag which had been interwoven with 
the dearest memories of their lives, 
that colored all their friendships 
with the lasting blue of true fidelity. 
But whether they came from naval 
school or civil life, from one State 
or another, they called each other 
comrade — that gem of human lan- 
guage which sometimes means but a 
little less than love and a little more 
than friendship, that gentle saluta- 
tion of the human heart which lives 
in all the languages of man, that 
winds and turns and runs through 
all the joys and sorrows of the hu- 
man race, through deed and thought 
and dream, through- song and toil 
and battlefield. 

No foe had ever challenged them. 
The world can never know how 
brave they were. They never knew 
defeat: they never shall. While 
at their ix>sts of duty, sleep lured 
them into the abyss; then death 
unlocked their slumbering eyes but 
for an instant to behold its dreadful 
carnival, most of them just when 
life was full of hojH.-, and all its tides 
were ot their highest, grandest flow; 
just when the early sunbeams were 
falling on the steeps of fame and 
flooding all life's landscape far out 
into the dreamy, distant horizon; 
just at that age when all the nymphs 
were making diadems and garlands, 
waving laurel wreaths before the 
eyes of young and eager nature — 
just then, when death seemed most 
unnatural. 

Hovering above the dark waters 
of that mysterious harbor of Havana, 
the black-winged vulture watches 
for the dead, while over it, and over 
all, there is the eagle's piercing eye 
stenily watching for the truth. 

Whether the appropriation carried 
by this resolution .shall be ultimately 
charged to fate or to some foe shall 
soon appear. Meanwhile a patient 
and a jwtriotic people, enlightened 
by the lessons of our history, re- 
membering the woes of war, both to 
the vanquished and victorious, are 
ready for the truth and ready for 
their dutv.

It has become my duty, in serving 
what I understand to be the best 
interests of the N. A. D,, to an- 
nounce that I can no longer support 
Mr. Olaf Hanson for President of 
the AsMOciation. Further, 1 desire 
to say that I will support Mr. I'. L. 
Axling for {'resident and Mr 
Cloud for Secretary. 

I do this for two reasons. 
Mr. Hanson is not in sympathy with 
the Spear plan for re-organizing the 
Association, which plan Is based 
solely on individual membership. 
Second, Mr. Hanson professes to 
favor an organization basfid on in- 
dividual membership, but proposes 
and advocates a *' plan" of his own, 
which plan Is based on federation — 
federation in its weakest and worst 
form. I cannot support for Presi- 
dent a man who professes to l)e- 
lieve in the principles I advocate 
and yet upholds federation — a man 
who, on an important qnestion like 
this, cannot or will not stand 
squarely before the people, but who 
attempts to dodge and straddle. In 
withdrawing from Mr. Hanson, 
however, I do so in the best of f(!cl- 
ing t/)wards him and without 
prejudice or ill-will. 

Messers. Axling and Cloud are in 
full sympathy with the Spear plan. 
They stand squarely before the 
people as favoring individual mniii- 
bership and the principles em- 
bodied in the Spear plan. In giv- 
ing my support to them, I am but 
acting on business principles, the 
same principles that move us to 
oppos<} oralism or the appointment 
of inexperienced men at the head of 
our schools. I am but trying t«) 
introduce in N. A, D. affairs the 
same methods a business concern 
would use in its private business 
iMtmelj', not putting a man at the 
head of a department who is not 
fully qualified to produce the best 
results. I am assuming that the 
Asso(!iation is to be organized as a 
business l»o(ly U) uphold the rights 
of the deaf, and not merely to afford 
office for out friernls however much 
we may wish to advance their in- 
terests. I do not doubt Mr. Han- 
son's ability, or that he Is well 
known and highly esteemed, but he 
is advocating fe<leration and y<!t 
pretending to oppose federation 
lie is not in accord with the Spear 
plan, and, therefore, he is not the 
best man f/» carry forward the pro- 
visions of that plan. Axling and 
(/loud are squarely oppo.sed to fed- 
eration and in full a«!cord with the 
Spear plan. They are, in my judg- 
ment, the men best qualified to 
carry out the plan. 

Mr. Hanson professes his " plan" 
Is not fl federation plan, but he 
either does not understand his own 
plan or he is tryiug to fool some 
one. His plan provides: — 

" Members not able to attend con- 
ventions will have a voice In the 
affairs of the Association through 
representatives elected by each or- 
ganization." 

'• The votes of each organization 
shall be cast as a unit and cannot 
be divided," 

" The proxies voted by any do- 
legate must be cast »« <> xnii nnd 
cannot be divided," 

" Any dub having ten or more 
members in the N. A. D. may take 
imrt in the proceedings as above 
outlined." 

Tliis is federal ion. Think it 
over. It Is federation without laws, 
weak and unstable and sooner or 
later would plunge our State and 
TxKial Associations into' discord, 
disagreement and destruction. 
Think It over. Do yon want that 
lirand of federation ? Minneapolis 
does not. 

Is tliere any one who thinks an 
Association can \hi btised on in- 
dividual menibershii), and yet the 
individual members thereof denied 
the right to cast their votes as thoy 
chooH<4, as individuals? 

Is there anyone who thinks an 
Association may be based on in- 
diviilual membership and yet the 
members thereof compel/Ml to form 
a "club of ten or m(»re members" 
and elect a delegate in order that 
their votes may be .^ast 7 

Is there anyone who thinks an 
Association may be based on in 
dividual inembersliip and yet the 



a "club of ten or more members" 
and are then compelled to cast their 
votes as a unit ? 

Oh, I know the reply sonio will 
make — namely, that they may vole 
by mail. But that is no answer 
and destroys the whole contention 
of Hanson's plan, and nullifies his 
wholi! scheme for building np 'the 
AHSoriialloii Ihiough Local and Slate 
Organizations. The point aimed ul 
is a " club of ten or more members " 
I repeat, that's federation — federa- 
tion that will bring disaster to our 
State and Local Associations. 

The Spear plan gives every 
member the right to vote, no matter 
whether ho be present or not, and 
the right to exercise his own indi- 
vidual choice in casting liis vote. 
The Sp(*ar plan is the only plan bo- 
fore the public based on individual 
membershrp. A plan that holds 
forth inducements to become mem- 
bers and affords scope for growth 
and without introducing elements 
of discord and contention. 

Messrs. Axling and Cloud are in 
full sympathy with that plan, and 
therefore, I support them for office.

A PINAL APPEAL. 

There will no doubt be many sides 
of interest and usefulness about the 
World's Cong! OSS to meet at (/do- 
rado Springs this summer, but no- 
thing will be of more far-reaching 
consequence than the Industrial Ex- 
hibit. The information of this exhi- 
bit among Representatives and Sen- 
ators in Congress is apjiarently be- 
ing made the basis for the uranting 
of that $5,000 to the National As- 
sociation by transferring the bill to 
the Committee on Kxpositions. So 
the association should certainly 
have something to show that it is 
deserving of the money, lint the 
main point in securing as large and 
varied an exhibit as po8siV)le is the 
great help it will bo to the deaf, not 
only of this country, but of the 
whole world in general. 

Some have already done splen- 
didly, but there are hundreds who 
might do just as well if not better. 
This exhibit can bo nmde the larg- 
est and most varied of its kind that 
the world has ever seen, and there- 
fore, Olio of the bo.^t proofs of I he 
ability and skill of the deaf it is 
possible to secure. There Is in 
some quarters an ideal hat exhibitors 
must give up their exhibits. This 
is a mistake. All exhibits will be 
returned to the exhibitors in good 
condition if thoy so desire. Others 
seem to think that a small exhibit 
is not worth sending. This is an- 
other great mistake. No matter 
how small, send il along. As the 
saying is, "Every pea helps to fill 
the peck," so every little exhibit 
will make the final display still 
larger, more (!omi)lete, more varied, 
and rnor«i inter-estirru:. 'I'he ('ali- 
fornia State Association is urging its 
members to send exhibit^) from that 
State and has appointed a cominitteo 
to look after the exhibits. Other 
Slatrm rniglit follow the example of 
California; btit whether they do or- 
not, the ofilcers, particularly the 
secretaries of the various State as- 
sociations might assist the Bureau 
of Industrial StaMstlcs In locating 
possible exhibitors and urge them 
to do somolliing.

The clothes she wears, and those of 
others of the women folks iu her 
ward, would almo.st disgrace a scare- 
crow. Cannot the wealthy city of 
New Haven afford to clothe its 
feeble and dependent poor women 
folks decently? One wouderssome 
about this. 

The boys at the school played 
their third ball game of the season 
on the school ground Saturday, 
May 2l8t, with an opposing nine 
called the Crescent. The deaf 
boys were beaten 5 to 7 runs. 
They played well in the field, but 
their stick work wtis weak. Sulli- 
vau pitched a good game striking 
out eleven men and nearly break- 
ing tl:o bones of two othecs whom 
he hit with wild pitches. He 
throws a very swift ball, and with 
more curves and better control 
would be a terror. The playing of 
Cossotte as catcher was great for so 
small a lad, taking all of those fast 
ones right under the bat hardly 
dropping one the entire game, 
and by running around the back 
stop to catch a high hit foul l>all. 
His throwing to second base 
was not quick enough to catch a 
lame hen, but he has the making 
of a good catcher when he gets 
older and has more arm. H.
